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EDUCATIONAL  LEGISLATION  OF  1912 

INTRODUCTORY  NOTE 

The  Legislature  of  19 12  has  made  comparatively 
few  amendments  to  the  Education  Law  of  1910.  There 
have  been  few  other  laws  of  general  interest  pertaining 
to  educational  matters.  This  pamphlet  contains  all  the 
acts  of  19 1 2  amending  the  Education  Law.  Reference 
should  be  made  to  Education  Department  Bulletin  499, 
under  date  of  July  15,  191 1.  It  is  suggested  that  this 
pamphlet  be  used  in  connection  with  such  bulletin. 

Attention  is  called  (i)  to  chapter  215  of  the  Laws 
of  1912,  relative  to  medical  inspection  of  pupils  in  public 
schools  in  cities  of  the  third  class,  which  authorizes  an 
appropriation  of  city  funds  for  such  purpose  either  by 
the  common  council,  board  of  estimate  and  apportion- 
ment, or  by  an  annual  meeting  upon  due  notice  that  a 
proposition  therefor  will  be  submitted ;  (2)  to  chapter  254 
of  the  Laws  of  191 2,  relative  to  the  apportionment  of 
bonded  indebtedness  in  case  of  the  creation  of  a  new 
district  out  of  a  part  of  a  district  having  an  outstanding 
bonded  indebtedness;  (3)  to  chapter  276  of  the  Laws  of 
1912,  authorizing  a  district,  from  which  an  academic 
pupil  attends  the  high  school  in  a  union  free  school  dis-  ^ 
trict  having  five  thousand  or  more  population,  to  guar-  — 
antee  the  excess;  (4)  to  chapter  521  of  the  Laws  of  CT" 
1912,  appropriating  $500,000  for  the  reestablishment  of 
the  State  Library  and  $200,000  for  the  purchase  of  fur- 
niture and  office  fixtures  for  the  State  Education  Build- 
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ing.  All  these  acts  are  included  in  this  pamphlet, 
together  with  a  number  of  others  deemed  of  general 
interest.  We  have  referred  to  other  acts,  general  and 
special,  relating  to  educational  matters,  by  chapter  num- 
ber and  title.  The  text  of  these  acts  may  be  found  in 
the  session  laws  of  1912. 
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REESTABLISHMENT  OF  STATE  LIBRARY  AND  PUR- 
CHASE OF  FURNITURE  FOR  STATE  EDUCATION 
BUILDING 

Laws  of  1912,  chapter  521.  An  act  making  an  appro- 
priation for  the  reestabUshment  of  the  State  Library 
and  for  the  purchase  of  furniture  and  office  fixtures 
for  the  State  Education  Building. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Nezv  York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  folloivs: 

Section  i  The  sum  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars 
($500,000),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is 
hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  State 
treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  section  i  of  chapter 
901  of  the  Laws  of  1911,  entitled  ''An  act  providing 
for  the  reestablishment  of  the  State  Library  and  making 
an  appropriation  therefor  and  authorizing  contracts  for 
furnishing  the  Education  Building,"  and  for  the  reestab- 
lishment and  enlargement  of  the  State  Library  and  the 
purchase  and  acquisition  of  books,  pamphlets,  manu- 
scripts, records,  archives,  maps,  papers  and  other  docu- 
ments, and  relics  and  museum  collections  for  the  said 
State  Library  and  the  State  Museum,  as  provided  in  the 
said  act. 

§  2  The  sum  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars 
($200,000),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is 
hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  money  in  the  State  treas- 
ury not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  purpose  of 
purchasing  such  furniture  and  office  fixtures  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  State  Education  Building  and  the 
rooms  and  offices  thereof,  for  which  the  Commissioner 
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of  Education  was  authorized  to  enter  into  contracts  by 
section  2  of  the  said  chapter  901  of  the  Laws  of  191 1. 

g  3  (Vetoed  by  Governor.  Appropriated  $50,000  for 
furniture  and  fixtures.  ) 

§  4  The  moneys  hereby  appropriated  shall  be  expended 
under  the  direction  of  the  Commissioner  of  Education 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Education  Law, 
and  the  rules  of  the  Regents  of  the  University  of  the 
State  of  New  York,  and  shall  be  paid  out  on  the  war- 
rant of  the  Comptroller  in  the  same  manner  as  other 
moneys  appropriated  for  the  use  of  the  Education  De- 
partment. 

§  5    This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

AMENDMENTS  OF  EDUCATION  LAW 

I       APPORTIONING    BONDED    INDEBTEDNESS    UPON    DIVISION 

OF   SCHOOL  DISTRICT 

Laws  of  191 2,  chapter  254.  An  act  to  amend  the  Educa- 
tion Law,  relative  to  the  apportionment  of  bonded 
indebtedness  in  case  of  the  creation  of  a  new  district 
out  of  a  part  of  a  district  having  an  outstanding  bonded 
indebtedness. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follozvs: 

Section  i  Section  121  of  chapter  21  of  the  Laws  of 
1909,  entitled  ''An  act  relating  to  education,  constituting 
chapter  16  of  the  Consolidated  Laws,  as  amended  by 
chapter  140  of  the  Laws  of  1910,"  is  hereby  amended 
to  read  as  follows : 

§  121  Formation  of  new  district,  i  A  district  super- 
intendent may  organize  a  new  school  district  out  of  the 
territory  of  one  or  more  school  districts  which  are  wholly 
within  his  supervisory  district,  whenever  the  educational 
interests  of  the  community  require  it.  If  there  is  an 
outstanding  bonded  indebtedness  chargeable  against  the 
district  or  districts  out  of  the  territory  of  which  such 
new  district  is  organized,  the  district  superintendent  shall 
apportion  said  indebtedness  between  such  new  district 
and  the  remaining  portion  of  the  district  or  districts  out 
of  which  such  new  district  is  organized,  according  to  the 
assessed  valuation  thereof,  and  the  portion  of  the  indebt- 
edness so  apportioned  shall  become  a  charge  for  principal 
and  interest  upon  the  respective  districts  as  though  the 
same  had  been  incurred  by  said  districts  separately. 
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2  The  district  superintendents  of  two  or  more  adjoin- 
ing supervisory  districts  when  pubHc  interests  require 
it,  may  form  a  joint  school  district  out  of  the  adjoining 
portions  of  their  respective  districts. 

§  2  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

2    STATE    TUITION    OF    NOl^TRESIDENT    PUPILS 

Laws  of  19 12,  chapter  276.  An  act  to  amend  the  Educa- 
tion Law,  in  relation  to  the  apportionment  of  funds 
for  nonresident  pupils  attending  academic  departments. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Nezv  York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follozvs: 

Section  i  Subdivision  6  of  section  493  of  chapter  21 
of  the  Laws  of  1909,  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  educa  • 
tion,  constituting  chapter  16  of  the  Consolidated  Laws," 
as  amended  by  chapter  140  of  the  Laws  of  1910,  is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

6  To  each  city  and  union  school  district  maintaining 
an  academic  department,  twenty  dollars  per  year  for 
at  least  thirty-two  weeks'  instruction  or  a  proportionate 
amount  if  for  eight  weeks  or  more  for  each  nonresident 
pupil  attending  the  academic  department  of  such  school 
from  districts  not  maintaining  such  academic  depart- 
ments and  who  shall  be  admitted  to  such  academic  depart- 
ment without  other  expense  for  tuition  than  that  provided 
herein.  But  pupils  residing  in  districts  not  maintaining 
a  four-year  curriculum  may  be  included  in  this  appor- 
tionment after  having  completed  the  course  of  study 
prescribed  for  the  school  in  the  district  in  which  they 
reside.  In  the  apportionment  to  cities  and  union  school 
districts  having  a  population  of  five  thousand  or  more 
and  employing  a  superintendent  of  schools,  whose  cus- 
tomary charge  for  nonresident  pupils  is  greater  than  the 
sum  provided  by  this  subdivision,  the  Commissioner  of 
Education  may  permit  the  sum  so  apportioned  to  be  ap- 
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plied  upon  such  customary  charge  for  such  nonresident 
pupils,  provided  the  balance  of  such  customary  charge 
shall  be  assumed  by  the  school  district  in  which  such 
nonresident  pupil  is  resident,  and  the  payment  thereof 
shall  have  been  provided  for  at  a  school  district  meeting 
held  in  such  district. 

§  2  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


3     MEDICAL   INSPECTION    IN    CERTAIN    CITIES 

Laws  of  1912,  chapter  215.  An  act  to  amend  the  Educa- 
tion Law,  relative  to  medical  inspection  of  pupils  in 
public  schools  in  cities  of  the  third  class. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Nezv  York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  i  Subdivision  21  of  section  310  of  chapter  21 
of  the  Laws  of  1909,  entitled  ''An  act  relating  to  educa- 
tion, constituting  chapter  16  of  the  Consolidated  Laws,"' 
as  amended  by  chapter  140  of  the  Laws  of  1910,  and 
as  added  by  chapter  602  of  the  Laws  of  1910,  is  hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows : 

21  To  provide  for  the  medical  inspection  of  all  children 
in  attendance  upon  schools  under  their  supervision  when- 
ever in  their  judgment  such  inspection  shall  be  neces- 
sary and  to  pay  any  expense  incurred  therefor  out  of 
funds  authorized  by  the  voters  of  the  district  or  city 
or  'which  may  properly  be  set  aside  for  such  purpose 
by  the  common  council  or  the  board  of  estimate  and 
apportionment  of  a  city.  Provided,  however,  that  no 
such  funds  shall  be  appropriated  or  authorized  by  the 
voters  of  a  union  free  school  district  situate  wholly 
within  a  city  of  the  third  class,  unless  the  board  of  educa- 
tion shall  incorporate  in  the  notice  of  the  annual  meeting 
or  election  a  statement  to  the  effect  that  at  such  meeting 
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or  election  a  proposition  to  appropriate  such  funds  will 
be  voted  upon,  specifying  the  amount. 

§  2  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

4   APPORTION M;E NT  AND  PAYMENT  OF  SCHOOL  MONEYS 

Laws  of  19 1 2,  chapter  yy.  An  act  to  amend  the  Educa- 
tion Law,  relative  to  the  certifying  of  apportionments 
and  payments  of  school  moneys. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Nezv  York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  i  Sections  494  and  496  of  chapter  21  of  the 
Laws  of  1909,  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  education,  con- 
stituting chapter  16  of  the  Consolidated  Laws,"  as 
amended  by  chapter  140  of  the  Laws  of  1910,  are  hereby 
arended  to  read  as  follows: 

g  494  Manner  of  certifying  and  paying  apportion- 
ment provided  for  in  preceding  section.  Payment  from 
this  fund  shall  be  made  to  the  county  treasurer  of  each 
county  for  all  schools  located  in  such  county,  by  the 
State  Treasurer  on  the  warrant  of  the  Comptroller  or 
the  certificate  of  the  Commissioner  of  Education.  The 
Commissioner  of  Education  immediately  after  making  an 
apportionment  shall  certify,  or  cause  to  be  certified,  to 
the  county  treasurer  of  every  county  included  in  such 
apportionment,  excepting  those  counties  included  within 
the  territory  of  the  city  of  New  York,  with  respect  to  his 
county,  the  name  of  each  academy,  the  number  of  each 
school  district  and  the  town  in  which  it  is  situated  and 
the  name  of  each  city  to  which  money  has  been  allotted 
and  the  amount  allotted  to  each.  The  county  treasurer 
shall,  upon  the  receipt  of  such  certificate  and  payment 
from  the  State  Treasurer,  pay  to  the  treasurer,  if  there 
be  one,  otherwise  to  the  disbursing  officer  or  collector 
of  each  school  district,  academy  and  city  named  in  the 
certificate  of  the  Commissioner  of  Education,  the  amount

to  which  said  district,  academy  or  city  is  entitled  as  shown 
by  such  certificate.  Any  apportionment  which  shall  be 
made  to  the  city  of  New  York  shall  be  certified  and  paid 
to  the  chamberlain  of  the  city  of  New  York,  and  any 
apportionment  which  shall  be  made  to  any  private  acad- 
emy situated  within  the  territory  of  the  city  of  New  York, 
shall  be  certified  and  paid  directly  to  the  disbursing 
officer  of  the  academy  to  which  the  apportionment  is 
made. 

§  496  Certificate  of  apportionment  by  Commissioner 
of  Education.  As  soon  as  possible  after  the  making  of 
any  annual  or  general  apportionment,  the  Commissioner 
of  Education  shall  certify  it,  or  cause  it  to  be  certified, 
to  the  county  clerk,  county  treasurer,  district  superin- 
tendents, and  city  treasurer  or  chamberlain,  in  every 
county  in  the  State ;  and  if  it  be  a  supplemental  appor- 
tionment, then  to  the  countv  clerk,  countv  treasurer  and 
district  superintendents  of  the  county  in  which  the  school- 
house  of  the  district  concerned  is  situated. 

§  2  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

5    KINDERGARTEN   INSTRUCTION  OF  BLIND  CHILDREN 

Laws  of  191 2,  chapter  60.  An  act  to  amend  the  Educa- 
tion Law,  relative  to  the  kindergarten  training  and 
instruction  of  blind  babies  and  children. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Nezv  York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follozvs: 

Section  i  Section  972  of  chapter  21  of  the  Laws  of 
1909,  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  education,  constituting 
chapter  16  of  the  Consolidated  Laws,''  as  amended  by 
chapter  140  of  the  Laws  of  1910,  is  hereby  amended  to 
read  as  follows : 

§  972  Persons  eligible  as  pupils  to  institutions  for 
instruction  of  the  blind.  All  blind  persons  of  suitable 
age   and   possessing  the   other  qualifications   prescribed

for  deaf  and  dumb  State  pupils  under  section  921  shall 
be  eligible  to  appointment  to  the  institutions  for  the 
blind  in  the  city  of  New  York,  or  in  the  village  of 
Batavia,  as  follows : 

1  All  such  as  are  residents  of  the  counties  of  New 
York,  Kings,  Queens,  Suffolk,  Nassau,  Richmond,  West- 
chester, Putnam  and  Rockland,  shall  be  sent  to  the  insti- 
tution for  the  blind  in  the  city  of  New  York. 

2  All  such  who  reside  in  other  counties  of  the  State 
shall  be  sent  to  the  institution  for  the  blind  in  the  village 
of  Batavia.  Blind  babies  and  children,  not  residing  in 
the  city  of  New  York,  of  the  age  of  twelve  years  and 
under  and  possessing  the  other  qualifications  prescribed 
in  the  preceding  section. of  this  chapter  and  requiring 
kindergarten  training  and  instruction  shall  be  eligible  to 
appointment  as  State  pupils  in  one  of  the  homes  for  blind 
babies  and  children  maintained  by  the  International  Sun- 
shine Society,  Brooklyn  Home  for  the  Blind,  Crippled 
and  Defective  Children  and  the  Catholic  Institute  for 
the  Blind  and  any  such  child  may  be  transferred  to  the 
institution  for  the  blind  in  the  city  of  New  York  or  vil- 
lage of  Batavia,  to  which  he  or  she  would  otherwise  be 
eligible  to  appointment,  upon  arriving  at  suitable  age,  in 
the  discretion  of  the  Commissioner  of  Education.  All 
such  appointments,  with  the  exception  of  those  to  the 
institution  for  the  blind  in  the  village  of  Batavia,  shall 
be  made  by  the  Commissioner  of  Education  upon  applica- 
tion, and  in  those  cases  in  which,  in  his  opinion,  the  par- 
ents or  guardians  of  the  applicants  are  able  to  bear  a 
portion  of  the  expense,  he  may  impose  conditions  whereby 
some  proportionate  share  of  expense  of  educating  and 
clothing  such  pupils  shall  be  paid  by  their  parents,  guard- 
ians or  friends,  in  such  manner  and  at  such  times  as 
the  Commissioner  shall  designate,  which  conditions  he 
may  modify  froii  time  to  time,  if  he  shall  deem  it  expe- 
dient to  do  so. 
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§  2  Subdivision  2  of  section  973  of  said  chapter,  as 
amended  by  chapter  140  of  the  Laws  of  1910,  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

2  The  regular  term  of  instruction  for  such  pupils, 
upwards  of  twelve  years  of  age,  shall  be  five  years ;  but 
the  Commissioner  of  Education  may,  in  his  discretion, 
extend  the  term  of  any  pupil  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
three  years.  The  term  of  kindergarten  training  and  in- 
struction for  babies  and  children  of  the  age  of  twelve 
years  and  under  received  into  any  such  institution  under 
the  provisions  of  section  972  of  this  chapter,  shall  be  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Commissioner  of  Education  and 
shall  be  paid  for  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  per  day.  The 
pupils  provided  for  in  this  section  and  sections  971  and 
972  of  this  article  shall  be  designated  State  pupils ;  and 
all  the  existing  provisions  of  law  applicable  to  State 
pupils  now  in  said  institutions  shall  apply  to  pupils  herein 
provided  for. 

§  3  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

6    TERM   OF   INSTRUCTION   OF  DEAF  AND  BLIND   PUPILS 

Laws  of  19 1 2,  chapter  223.  An  act  to  amend  the  Educa- 
tion Law,  relative  to  term  of  instruction  of  State 
pupils  in  attendance  upon  institutions  for  the  deaf  and 
for  the  blind. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Neiv  York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follozvs: 

Section  i  Subdivision  2  of  section  973  of  the  Laws  of 
1909,  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  education,  constituting 
chapter  16  of  the  Consolidated  Laws,"  as  amended  by 
chapter  140  of  the  Laws  of  1910,  is  hereby  amended  to 
read  as  follows : 

2  The  regular  term  of  instruction  of  such  pupils  shall 
be  five  years ;  but  the  Commissioner  of  Education  may, 
in  his  discretion,  extend  the  term  of  any  pupil  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  three  years.    It  shall  also  be  lawful 
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for  the  Commissioner  of  Education  to  continue  such 
pupils  as  State  pupils  for  an  additional  period  of  three 
years  for  the  purpose  of  pursuing  a  course  of  study  in 
the  higher  branches  of  learning.  The  number  of  pupils 
continued  each  year  in  such  course  shall  not  exceed  thirty 
in  any  one  institution  and  such  pupils  must  be  recom- 
mended by  the  trustees  of  the  institution  in  which  they 
are  attendant,  before  such  extension  of  time  is  granted. 
The  pupils  provided  for  in  this  section  and  in  sections 
971  and  972  of  this  article  shall  be  designated  State 
pupils ;  and  all  the  existing  provisions  of  law  applicable 
to  State  pupils  now  in  said  institutions  shall  apply  to 
pupils  herein  provided  for. 

§  2  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

7       RETIREMENT    FUND   FOR    TEACHERS   IN    STATE    INSTITU- 
TIONS 

Laws  of  191 2,  chapter  293.  An  act  to  amend  the  Edu- 
cation Law,  in  relation  to  payments  from  the  retirement 
fund  for  teachers  in  State  institutions. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  i  Sections  1095,  1097  and  1098  of  chapter  21 
of  the  Laws  of  1909,  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  educa- 
tion, constituting  chapter  16  of  the  Consolidated  Laws," 
as  amended  by  chapter  140  of  the  Laws  of  1910,  and  as 
added  by  chapter  441  of  the  Laws  of  1910,  are  hereby 
amended  to  read,  respectively,  as  follows : 

§  1095  Retirement  of  certain  teachers  in  State  insti- 
tutions. Every  teacher  in  a  State  institution  who,  for  a 
period  of  ten  years  has  been  employed  by  the  State  as  a 
teacher  in  any  college,  school,  institution  or  teachers  in- 
stitutes maintained  and  supported  by  the  State  and  who 
shall  have  been  engaged  in  teaching  in  some  college,  uni- 
versity, school,  academy,  institution,  teachers  institutes,  or 
in  the  public  schools  of  this  State  or  elsewhere  during  a 
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period  aggregating  thirty  years  must,  at  his  request,  or 
may  on  the  order  of  the  Commissioner  of  Education,  be 
retired  from  such  employment. 

§  1097  Retirement  upon  recommendation  of  govern- 
ing body  of  institution  where  teacher  is  employed. 
Upon  the  recommendation  of  a  majority  of  the  members 
of  the  board  or  governing  body  having  in  charge  any  such 
college,  school  or  institution,  that  a  member  of  the  teach- 
ing force  be  retired  on  account  of  mental  or  physical  in- 
capacity for  the  performance  of  duty,  the  Commissioner 
of  Education  may  retire  such  person  and  issue  to  such 
person  the  certificate  set  forth  in  section  1096  of  this 
chapter,  pro\ided  such  person  has  been  employed  by  the 
State  for  ten  years  as  a  teacher  in  any  college,  school  or 
institution  maintained  and  supported  by  the  State  and 
has  been  engaged  in  teaching  in  some  college,  university, 
school,  academy,  or  institution  or  in  the  public  schools  of 
this  State  or  elsewhere  during  a  period  aggregating 
twenty  years. 

§  1098  Amount  to  be  paid  to  such  retired  teacher. 
Every  person  who  shall  be  retired  under  the  provisions  of 
this  article  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  State  one- 
half  the  salary  which  such  person  was  receiving  at  the 
date  of  such  retirement,  not  to  exceed,  however,  one 
thousand  dollars  per  annum.  In  no  case  shall  the  pay- 
ment to  any  person  retired  hereunder  be  less  than  the 
sum  of  three  hundred  dollars. 

§  2  This  act  shall  take  efifect  immediately. 

8      OTHER   ACTS   AMENDING   THE   EDUCATION    LAW 

Laws  of  19 1 2,  chapter  27.  An  act  to  amend  the  Educa- 
tion Law,  in  relation  to  authorizing  the  trustees  of  the 
New  York  State  School  of  Agriculture  at  Morrisville 
to  acquire  real  estate  by  condemnation,  for  the  pur- 
poses of  said  school.

NEW  BUILDINGS

priation for  the  construction  of  new  buildings  for  the 
Buffalo  State  Normal  and  Training  School,  as  pro- 
vided by  chapter  520  of  the  Laws  of  1910. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Neiv  York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follozvs: 

Section  i  The  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars 
($100,000),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is 
hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated,  toward  the  four  hundred 
thousand  dollars  authorized  to  be  expended  by  chapter 
520  of  the  Laws  of  1910  in  the  construction  of  new 
buildings  for  the  Buffalo  State  Normal  and  Training 
School,  in  accordance  with  the  plans  and  specifications 
prepared  and  approved  as  provided  by  said  act.  Con- 
tracts for  the  construction  of  such  buildings  shall  be  let, 
and  payments  upon  such  contracts  shall  be  made,  in  the 
manner  provided  by  such  act,  and  the  provisions  of  such 
act  shall  apply  in  all  respects  to  the  construction  of  such 
buildings,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided.  The 
amount  so  appropriated  shall  be  payable  by  the  Treasurer 
on  the  warrant  of  the  Comptroller  on  vouchers  approved 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Education.  Such  new  buildings 
shall  be  erected  under  the  direction  of  the  Commissioner 
of  Education  on  the  site  in  the  city  of  Buffalo  now  oc- 
cupied by  such  school.

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2      OSWEGO    NORMAL  AND   TRAINING   SCHOOL;   DISPOSITION 
OF  PROCEEDS  OF  SALE  OF  OLD  BUILDINGS 

Laws  of  1912,  chapter  487.  An  act  to  amend  chapter 
592  of  the  Laws  of  1909,  entitled  ''An  act  providing 
for  the  construction  of  new  buildings  for  the  Oswego 
Normal  and  Training  School,  and  authorizing  the  sale 
of  the  site  now  occupied  by  said  school,"  in  relation 
to  the  disposition  of  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  and 
description  of  property  to  be  sold. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Nezv  York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  i  Section  4  of  chapter  592  of  the  Laws  of 
1909,  entitled  "An  act  providing  for  the  construction  of 
new  buildings  for  the  Oswego  Normal  and  Training 
School,  and  authorizing  the  sale  of  the  site  now  occupied 
by  said  school,"  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  4  Upon  the  completion  of  such  new  buildings  and 
the  removal  of  such  normal  and  training  school  froii  the 
site  now  occupied  by  it  the  Commissioner  of  Education 
is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  sell  and  convey 
the  site  and  buildings  and  such  appurtenances  thereof 
as  are  not  required  for  the  use  of  such  school  in  the 
new  buildings,  except  the  gardens  extending  from 
Schuyler  street  to  the  Stebbins  property,  so-called,  and 
bounded  on  the  east  and  west  by  Sixth  street  and  Mont- 
calm streets,  respectively.  Such  property  shall  be  sold 
at  the  best  prices  obtainable.  Such  sale  may  be  either 
public  or  private.  Of  the  proceeds  of  such  sale,  the 
sum  of  thirty  thousand  dollars  shall  be  used  and  applied 
for  the  grading  and  improvement  of  the  grounds  con- 
stituting the  site  now  occupied  by  the  Oswego  Normal 
and  Training  School  constructed  as  provided  in  the  act 
hereby  amended,  and  the  further  sum  of  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars  shall  be  used  and  applied  for  the  pur- 
chase  of    necessary    furniture   and    equipment    for  such 
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school.  The  grading  and  equipment  of  such  grounds  and 
the  purchase  of  such  furniture  and  equipment  shall  be 
in  pursuance  of  contracts  let  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Education.  The  proceeds  of  such  sale  shall  be  deposited 
in  a  bank  or  trust  company  to  be  designated  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Education,  subject  to. the  approval  of 
the  State  Comptroller.  Payments  from  the  proceeds  so 
deposited  shall  be  made  upon  the  order  of  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Education  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of 
said  contracts,  upon  audit  by  the  Comptroller.  The  un- 
expended balance  of  such  proceeds  remaining  after  the 
payments  made  as  herein  authorized  shall  be  paid  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Education  into  the  State  treasury  to 
the  credit  of  the  general  fund.

APPORTIONMENT    AND    ASSESSMENT    OF    SPECIAL 

FRANCHISES 

Laws  of  1912,  chapter  271.  An  act  to  amend  the  tax 
law,  in  relation  to  the  apportionment  of  the  assess- 
ments of  special  franchises  and  other  property. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Nezv  York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  i  Section  40  of  chapter  62  of  the  Laws  of 
1909,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  taxation,  constitut- 
ing chapter  60  of  the  Consolidated  Laws,"  is  hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  40  Assessors  to  apportion  valuation  of  railroad,  tele- 
graph, telephone  or  pipe  line  companies  and  of  special 
franchises  among  school  and  special  districts.  The  as- 
sessors of  each  town  in  which  a  railroad,  telegraph,  tele- 
phone or  pipe  line  company  is  assessed  by  them,  upon 
property  lying  in  more  than  one  school  district  therein 
or  in  one  or  more  special  districts  therein  in  which  a 
tax  is  levied  for  district  purposes,  shall,  prior  to  the 
final  completion  of  the  roll  pursuant  to  section  39  of 
this  chapter,  apportion  the  assessed  valuation  of  the 
property  of  each  of  such  corporations  among  such 
school  and  special  districts.  Such  apportionments  shall 
be  entered  by  the  assessors  in  the  appropriate  column  of 
the  assessment  roll  and  a  certificate  thereof  signed  by  the 
assessors  or  a  majority  of  them  filed  with  the  town  clerk 
within  five  days  thereafter,  and  thereupon  the  valuations 
so  apportioned  shall  become  the  valuations  of  such  prop- 
erty in  such  districts  for  the  purpose  of  taxation.  In 
case  of  failure  of  the  assessors  to  act,  the  supervisor 
of  the  town  shall  make  such  apportionment  on  request 
of  either  the  trustee  of  any  school  district  or  the  officers 
of  any  special  district  or  of  the  corporation  assessed.    In 
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case  of  any  alteration  in  any  school  district  affecting  the 
valuation  of  such  property,  the  officer  making  the  same 
shall  fix  and  determine  the  valuations  in  the  districts 
affected  for  the  current  year.  The  assessors  of  each 
town  in  which  an  assessment  has  been  made  by  the  State 
Board  of  Tax  Commissioners  in  gross,  upon  a  special 
franchise,  lying  in  more  than  one  school  or  other  special 
district  therein,  shall  within  fifteen  days  after  the  receipt 
by  the  town  clerk  of  the  certified  statement  of  the  equal- 
ized valuation  of  such  special  franchise,  as  provided  in 
section  45-a  of  this  chapter,  apportion  the  assessed  valu- 
ation of  each  special  franchise  among  such  school  and 
special  districts.  The  apportionment  shall  be  signed  by 
the  assessors  or  a  majority  of  them  and  be  filed,  within 
five  days  thereafter,  with  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  super- 
visors and  a  duplicate  thereof  shall  be  filed  with  the 
town  clerk.  Such  apportionments  shall  be  entered  by 
the  board  of  supervisors  at  their  annual  meeting  in  the 
appropriate  column  of  the  assessment  roll  for  each  town 
before  the  warrant  is  annexed  thereto.  The  valuations 
so  apportioned  shall  be  the  valuations  of  the  special 
franchise  in  such  school  and  special  districts  for  the 
purpose  of  taxation.  The  town  clerk  shall  furnish  the 
trustees  of  school  districts  a  certified  statement  of  the 
valuations  apportioned  to  their  respective  districts.  Pro- 
vided however  that  the  valuations  of  special  franchises 
as  determined  by  the  State  Board  of  Tax  Commissioners 
and  included  in  the  town  assessment  rolls  completed  and 
filed  in  the  town  clerk's  offices  for  the  year  1911  shall  be 
taken  by  the  boards  of  assessors  as  the  basis  of  the  ap- 
portionment for  school  district  purposes  for  the  levy 
of  any  school  taxes  which  may  be  made  prior  to  the 
receipt  by  the  town  clerk  of  the  statement  of  the  assess- 
ments of  special  franchises  as  finally  fixed  and  equalized 
for  the  year  1912. 

§  2  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

Laws  of  19 1 2,  chapter  141.  An  act  to  amend  the  pub- 
He  health  law,  relating  to  admission  to  medical  exam- 
inations. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Nezv  York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follozvs: 

Section  i  Subdivision  5  of  section  166  of  chapter  49 
of  the  Laws  of  1909,  entitled  ''An  act  in  relation  to  the 
public  health,  constituting  chapter  45  of  the  Consolidated 
Laws,"  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

5  Has  either  received  the  degree  of  bachelor  or  doctor 
of  medicine  from  some  registered  medical  school,  or  a 
diploma  or  license  conferring  full  right  to  practise  medi- 
cine in  some  foreign  country  unless  admitted  condition- 
ally to  the  examinations  as  specified  above,  in  which  case 
all  qualifications,  including  the  full  period  of  study,  the 
medical  degree  and  the  final  examinations  in  surgery, 
obstetrics,  gynecology,  pathology,  including  bacteriology, 
and  diagnosis,  must  be  met.  The  degree  of  bachelor  or 
doctor  of  medicine  shall  not  be  conferred  in  this  State 
before  the  candidate  has  filed  with  the  institution  con- 
ferring it  the  certificate  of  the  Regents  that  before  be- 
ginning the  first  annual  medical  course  counted  toward 
the  degree,  unless  matriculated  conditionally  as  herein- 
after specified,  he  had  either  graduated  from  a  registered 
college  or  satisfactorily  completed  a  full  course  in  a 
registered  academy  or  high  school ;  or  had  a  preliminary 
education  considered  and  accepted  by  the  Regents  as 
fully  equivalent ;  or  held  a  Regents  medical  student  cer- 
tificate ;  or  passed  Regents  examinations  securing  sixty 
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academic  counts,  as  provided  in  the  rules  of  the  Regents, 
or  their  full  equivalent,  before  beginning  the  first  annual 
medical  course  counted  toward  the  degree,  unless  admit- 
ted conditionally  as  hereinafter  specified.  A  medical 
school  may  matriculate  conditionally  a  student  deficient 
in  not  more  than  one  year's  academic  work  or  fifteen 
counts  of  the  preliminary  education  requirement,  pro- 
vided the  name  and  deficiency  of  each  student  so  matri- 
culated be  filed  at  the  Regents  office  within  three  months 
after  matriculation,  and  that  the  deficiency  be  made  up 
before  the  student  begins  the  second  annual  medical 
course  counted  toward  the  degree ;  provided,  however, 
that  on  and  after  the  taking  efifect  of  this  act,  medical 
schools  shall  not  matriculate  conditionally  students  who 
are  deficient  in  any  part  of  the  preliminary  educational 
requirements  specified  in  this  subdivision. 

§  2  This  act  shall  take  effect  January  i,  191 3. 

2      DENTAL    SOCIETIES 

Laws  of  1912,  chapter  171.  An  act  to  amend  the  pub- 
lic health  law,  in  relation  to  the  election  of  permanent 
members  of  the  Dental  Society  of  the  State  of  New 
York. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follozvs: 

Section  i  Section  191  of  chapter  49  of  the  Laws  of 
1909,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  the  public  health, 
constituting  chapter  45  of  the  Consolidated  Laws,"  is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  191  State  Dental  Society.  The  Dental  Society  of 
the  State  of  New  York  is  continued,  and  shall  be  com- 
posed of  eight  delegates  from  each  district  society,  divided 
into  four  classes  of  two  delegates  each,  to  be  elected  an- 
nually, and  of  two  delegates  from  each  incorporated 
dental  school  of  the  State  to  be  elected  annually.    The 
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State  Dental  Society  shall  annually  meet  on  the  second 
Wednesday  of  May,  or  at  such  other  time  and  at  such 
place  as  may  be  determined  on  in  the  by-laws  of  the 
society  or  by  resolution,  at  the  preceding  annual  meeting. 
Twenty  members  shall  be  a  quorum.  The  society  shall 
elect  annually  a  president,  vice  president,  secretary  and 
treasurer,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and 
until  others  shall  be  chosen  in  their  places,  and  may 
elect  permanent  members  at  any  annual  meeting  from 
among  members  of  district  societies  of  the  State,  who 
shall  have  all  the  privileges  of  delegate  members ;  the 
number  of  permanent  members  so  elected  shall  be  fixed 
by  the  by-laws  of  the  society.  The  society  may  elect 
honorary  members  from  any  state  or  country  not  eligible 
to  regular  membership,  who  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote 
or  hold  any  office  in  the  society. 

§  2  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

3       VETERINARY  LICENSES 

Laws  of  1912,  chapter  178.  An  act  to  amend  the  public 
health  law,  in  relation  to  filing  a  certificate  for  the 
practice  of  veterinary  medicine  and  surgery. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Nezv  York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  i  Section  219  of  chapter  49  of  the  Laws  of 
1909,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  the  public  health, 
constituting  chapter  45  of  the  Consolidated  Laws,"  is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  219  Licenses.  On  receiving  from  the  State  board 
an  official  report  that  an  applicant  has  successfully 
passed  the  examination  and  is  recommended  for  license, 
the  Regents  shall  issue  to  him,  if  in  their  judgment  he 
is  duly  qualified  therefor,  a  license  to  practise  veterinary 
medicine.  Every  license  shall  be  issued  by  the  Univer- 
sity under  seal  and  shall  be  signed  by  each  acting  veter- 
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inary  medical  examiner  of  the  board  and  by  the  officer 
of  the  University  who  approved  the  credential  which 
admitted  the  candidate  to  examination,  and  shall  state 
that  the  licensee  has  given  satisfactory  evidence  of  fit- 
ness as  to  age,  character,  preliminary  and  veterinary 
medical  education  and  all  other  matters  required  by  law, 
and  that  after  full  examination  he  has  been  found  duly 
qualified  to  practise.  Applicants  examined  and  licensed 
before  July  i,  1897,  by  other  state  examining  boards 
registered  by  the  Regents  as  maintaining  standards  not 
lower  than  those  provided  by  this  article  and  applicants 
who  matriculated  in  a  New  York  State  veterinary  med- 
ical school  before  July  i,  1896,  and  who  received  the 
veterinary  degree  from  a  registered  veterinary  medical 
school  before  July  i,  1897,  may  without  further  exam- 
ination, on  payment  of  ten  dollars  to  the  Regents,  and 
on  submitting  such  evidence  as  they  may  require,  receive 
from  them  an  indorsement  of  their  license  or  diplomas 
conferring  all  rights  and  privileges  of  a  Regents  license 
issued  after  examination.  If  any  person,  whose  regis- 
tration is  not  legal  or  who  is  not  registered  because  of 
some  error,  misunderstanding  or  unintentional  omission, 
shall  submit  to  the  State  Board  of  Veterinary  Medical 
Examiners  or  the  Regents  of  the  University  of  the  State 
of  New  York,  satisfactory  proof  that  he  had  all  require- 
ments prescribed  by  law  at  the  time  required  for  regis- 
tration and  was  entitled  to  be  legally  registered,  he  may, 
on  unanimous  recommendation  of  the  State  Board  of 
Veterinary  Medical  Examiners,  or  by  action  of  the 
Board  of  Regents,  receive  from  the  Regents  under  seal 
a  certificate  of  the  facts  which  may  be  registered  by  any 
county  clerk  and  shall  make  valid  the  previous  imperfect 
registration,  and  such  certificate  shall  include  the  date  on 
which  such  person  could  or  should  have  registered,  and 
his  registration  shall  be  dee^^ed  to  have  been  valid  and 
corrected  from  that  date.     Before  any  license  is  issued 
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it  shall  be  numbered  and  recorded  in  a  book  kept  in  the 
Regents  office  and  its  number  shall  be  noted  in  the  li- 
cense. This  record  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection, 
and  in  all  legal  proceedings  shall  have  the  same  weight 
as  evidence  that  is  given  to  a  record  of  conveyance  of 
land. 

§  2  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.
